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THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, 


This Society was orgunized in the city of New York, on the 27th April, 1832, and 
incorporated by an act of the Legialature of the State of New York in April, 1845. 
Its obj--t is to promote the preaching of the go»pe] in North America. The field is 
extensive. Its cultivation bas been attempted in nearly all the United States nnd ter we 
ritories, the British provinces and the republic of Texas, where, but principally in the 
valley of the Mizsissippi, many minsionaries of the Society are now $ecceuefully labor 
ing. They «opply destitute churches ; gather the scattrred members who — to 
new aettlements, and organize them into churches; collect congregations where 
are but few or no ors of religion, and establi«h a}l the moral and religious iaflu- 
ences in xaciety which "ire excentinl for the reatraint of vice and immorality, the puri-' 
fication of «octa] manners and customs, and as «nfeguards again the 
of falee religious »yutems, eapecially such as antagonize againet the free in«tnutions of 
our country, or the consciences of our fellow ctizens. The conventions and other mie- 
þ ax wg bodies in the Atlanye States, which are generally auxiliaries, cupply their own 
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The following information was communicated by the Rev. J. M. Peck, of [llinoie. 
* The statistics of the year 1831—that which immediately preceded the organize» 
tion of the American Baptist Home Miasion Society, give the following view of our 
denormnation in the valley of the — via: 145 A=socintions, 2168 churches, 
1500 miniorters, and 102.250 members The mmber of annual baptioms as returned 
on the whies of Azoriations were about 5,300.” 

* In 1840, theres were 230 Acrintions, and (omitting — 4000 churches, 
2500 ordained and liceneed preachers, and 200,000 members, showing an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent. And $0 far as the »uppert of the mimetry ; organized benevo- 


lent action ; mutual co-operation. and the means of diffu-ing religious imelligence and 


real efficiency are concerard, the gain has been more than 400 per cent. The average 
number of baptiems annually for three years past is about twenty-five thouzand.” 
Thee changys bave taken place vince the organization of the American Baptist 
Home Miesiun Society : and their occurrence, with others of great importance and 
interost are attributed, under the blesving of God, tn = good degrery to 1s operations, 
and those of 1s auxiliaries. 
SUMMARY OF MISSIONARY LABORS IN 1842. 


The total number of agents and mias/onaries employed vas 93. Their labors wers 
in 22 of the United States and Territories, in Canada and Texas. They 
regularly at 304 stations, the population of which, exclu> ive of thoxe 

by itinerants, is, at the lowest extimate, 92,000 ; the number of communicants att 
utations, reported when application was made for the appointment of the missionaries, 
was 5,191, and the average aut-ndance at public wor»hip, 15,600.

RESULTS OF MISSIONARY LaBoOR IN 1542, 


Among the reeults of missionary labor performed in 1842, our miasionaries report 
the baptim of 1,489 persons, which, with the additions by letter, incren«ed the mum- 
ber of communicants reported when the miesjonaries npplicd for their appointments, 
mage than one-third.

The greater 
number of those applicants occupy places of great importance and promice in the 
Weners States. The cauce of Chrict is suffering for the want of means to euetain 
them.

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nearly all the weetern States the deativution of the goopel miniatry 
lages, cities, towns and whale counties auffer from it, and not unſrequently 
each in « «ing's State. It often occurs that not & ecrmon is pregched in come 2etle- 
ments in many months and even yours. From »uch settiements the Macedonign cry is 
constuntly heard, and ofien in its mont imploring accents. Were the menns furni-bed, 
five bundr-d mivionaries could, immediately, be placed by the Home a nga. 
in fields where they would fied convtaut employment in sopplying euch buagry 

with the bread of life. 

It is aacoriained that in the States of Kentucky, Mizzouri, Indiana, and Michigan 
alone, there are 135 villages, chiefly county «ents, dextitute of Baptict mimaters. As 
large a proportion of euch villages in Tonneccco is aleo dextituts. The zame is 
bably true of other States woe of the Alleghanies; and in all of them there are 
counties without & vingle Baptiot mini«ter revident, or vtatedly laboring in them.

they obtain female members to act as collectors, equal in number to one-tenth of all the 
members of the church ; meet for buciness monthly or quarterly, receive the collee- 
tions; (keeping an account thereof,) and transmit the amount to the Treazurer of the 
Parent Society. Nine members are a-vigned to each collector ; «he vieits them 
weekly or montfly ; collects the contributions and pays them over to the 
the meetings of the Buard. If there are five, or even three perxons in « church 
2ouing ardent miccionary feeling, they can by perseverance and kindnees, 
this plan, eapecinlly in cities or villages.

Our domestic alliances would be rextrict- 
ed; the education of our children would be superintended by foreigners; the Lord's 
duy would be dececrated ; infidelity aggravated by atheiem would strengthen and pre- 
veil. and a hateful e:pionage over priva:e nnd aecociated affairs would be eotablished. 
In these respects our country would be like Italy or Spain—in a word, and that word 
expreeccs every thing the subjyct requires; it would be a Papal country, and all repub- 
hcan liberty and equality would be destroyed root and branch.
